cal sire choice for the cow. Most the time, our ideas are not the 
same. this because the AGA and breeders have such different goals? 
prefer believe because there are many varied sire choices 
and options for improving your herd right now. The past five years 
have provided with group popular sires who have proved 
good better than expected them they have added 
second-crop daughters. Royal Oak, Luxury, Lorry, Loral, Roy, 
Regis and Glacier are the headliners bulls being used heavily few 
years ago, who still rank among the breed’s elite and are the sires the 
very exciting next generation young sires and recently proven bulls. 
wasn’t that long ago that second-crop daughters seemed provide 
many disappointments successes. were then left with group 
sons these late faders that did little move the breed forward. 
quick look the bulls that will receive proofs the coming year 
shows that the list dominated Luxury and Royal Oak sons. 
What great position in! Royal Oak sires strength, depth and 
high components while Luxury sires incredible rear udders, high milk 
and super style. One complements the other almost perfectly, and, 
with any luck, their sons will make the heart the active list within 
year. the meantime, the active list, since the loss Tiller, contains 
the steady veterans Lewis and Banger along with host “role play- 
ers”, speak, bulls that provide high test, extreme type, some 
other desirable trait, but without the total package. They are joined 
the high reliability stalwarts, Lorry, Luxury and Glacier, bulls who 
will soon displaced their sons, yet have had tremendous im- 
pact the breed.
